Four groups, the Children’s 
Center, EOP... the State Hornet 
and the Music Department 
appeared before ASI Wednesday 
to plead for larger allocations for 
the 1979-1980 fiscal year All four 
groups asked for more money than

The largest amount of money 
requested at Wednesday's meet- 
ing was $59,846 by the Children’s 
Center This was a revised figure 
fromthe original request of 
$63,471 

A budgeted salaries and 
wages projection of $93,260 for the 
upcoming year is the largest pro- 
jected expenditure and most con- 
troversial figure of the center's 
proposed budget. A reduction 
from ten to eight working hours of 
daily service was proposed by Paul 
McAmis, Executive Director, ASI 
Another money saving proposal! by 
McAmis was to Cut four part time

Fox forsees end of two-party system 


system? 

“The parties no longer do what they used to do. 
They don’t deliver the vote, they don't mobilize the 
electorate, they don't make policy. Now other 
institutions (special interests) are replacing or have 
replaced the parties in these kinds of areas,” 
commented Fox. 

Fox also sees the growth of American mass media 
as another reason for ihe growing lack of power in 
the parties. “It's been kind of a gradual drift that 
paraliels the growing significance of media in cam- 
paigns,” said Fox 

According to Fox. in the years past, it was the 
party who got the vote out, and it was the party that 


determined if a candidate was to succeed or ffail. Fox 
Stated “You needed the party, and the party en- 
dorsement to get elected, witnout it you couldn't 
possibly win.” 

But today with the high cost of running a cam- 
paign, a candidate need not go to the party for 
money, because many times the party does not have 
the money that it once had, according to Fox. “If you 
have enough funding you can bypass the party... so 
in part the media has enabled the candidates to 
bypass the need for the party and appeal directly to 
the electorate,” said Fox. 

Senator Albert Rodda (D-3rd district) in a

What’s Huey up to now? 


The trial of Huey Newton, former muscle for the 
Black Panthers, drags on. Coverage of Newton's 
return from Cuba and ensuing trials has long since 
been bumped from the front page of newspaper's. 
On good days the trial gets page - two treatment. 
Right now, and rightly so, Iran owns rights to page 
one. 

Demotion to the inside may be hard on Newton's 
case, at least to certain extents. If nothing else, 
Newton has become passe. No longer is he the brave 
expatriate returning to face trial in a racist nation. 
That was a couple of years ago. Newton is now just 
another murder suspect enduring drawn - out tria! 
proceedings. He's got a bit more fame — or notoriety 
— than others, but until the verdict is reached, or an 
earth - shattering witness is cultivated, Newton's 
front page worth will remain iow. 

But what is the thrust of the entire Newton affair? 
is Huey Newton a cause celebre of a black 
revolutionary movement? is he a harassed victim of 
political power? Or is he a hood, shielding his dirty 
work behind a logo and pseudo dogma? 

When Newton returned from exile in Cuba, where 
he worked as a mechanic, media went to great 
lengths getting his story. He toid his story on mor- 
ning network television. He related how the murder 
of a San Francisco prostitute in 1974 was a setup that 
he had no part in. 

There was a smail clamor for Newton to be 
released from charges. indeed, public sentiment 
was weighing in the accused's favor. 


His credibility and hero status began to falter. 
however, when an attempt was made on the life of a 
prosecution witness in the murder trial. Newton 
denied involvement, but his rating value went down 
Newton stock fell further when he was aquitted of 
assault charges but was convicted on charges of be- 
ing an ex - felon in possession of guns 

So the “Huey'’s innocent” sentiments were 
somewhat silenced. He'd had a chance to sway the 
public and he biew it. His return, and coverage could 
have pulled off a big upset, helping against his 
murder charges, but it seems his instincts to 
violence were too much to overcome 

But maybe he will still be acquitted, maybe he is 
innocent 

The difference between Newton's trial and others 
is Newton had a chance to cultivate positive public 


opinion. Not many accused criminals can boast that 
| More often than not the only press available is of the 
| “Quilty until proven innocent” ilk 


One has to wonder why a man’s politics become a 


| factor when violence is involved. Taking someone 
| else's life is still murder no matter what doctrine is 


being preached 

But, in Newton's case, the alleged murder had 
nothing to do with politics, revolution, or even ter- 
rorism. A 17 - year - oid hooker was dusted ina grimy 


| Part of the inner city. Let her tell about her politics, 
| the oppression she endured. Put her on TV 


Other than that, give Newton his day in court, but 
keep him on page two

On good taste and table manners 


NOWHERE, Ca A new method for providing 
total comfort for restaurant patrons has been dis 
covered and is being tested here at one of the largest 
and highest - volume steakhouses in California 

Manager Mel Pickerel, a firm believer in human 
rights and equal opportunity for pieasant dining, has 
instigated the addition of a ‘pig trough” section to 
his popular eatery to serve those customers who do 
not follow traditional! dining etiquette and refuse to 
submit to the use of table manners 

These “piggies,” individuals who prefer absolute 
sloppiness during dinner, are now removed fromthe 
main floor of the restaurant and seated in their own 
area, where they are allowed to create as much ofa 
mess as desired in as offensive amanneras possibie 


Pickerel feels the trough area wil! benefit all cus- 
tomers, for in its establishment it creates a place for 
piggies and a peace (for regular diners 

Pickerel said the section features several piggie 
speciais and unique services 

First, the room itseif is fittingly decorated with 
photographs of grotesque things car accidents, 
murder, assault, and drowning victims, and abused 
children and animals. Thus, the mood for rebuttal of 
all etiquette during the meal is immediately set 
since traditionally, subjects such as those men- 
tioned above ‘should not be discussed at the dinner 
table.” 

The floor is covered with a disposable, thin plastic 
tarp, which is removed and replaced at the end of 
each night, onto which falls all the mess of the 
piggies and any spilled food or beverage. Thus 


piggies are given total liberty to not only mess up | 


their own table, but the fioor as well, without 


significant damage 

Pickerel has designed a new pig - shaped menu 
written in pig language, with which customers can 
become familiar and hopefully, he said, memorize 


With all due respects to his piggish friends, pork | 


items are eliminated from this menu 


But the real difference between the trough and 
the main floor lies in the service methods Piggie 
meals are served all at once andin a heap ona single 
plate 

For example, if Piggie Joe orders a New York 
steak and adds mushrooms and a baked potato 
along with salad, bread and baked beans, upon ser- 
ving the meal, the waiter mashes together the 
potato, tomatoes, and beans, adds the mushrooms. 
pours the mixture on top of the steak, smothers the 
works in lettuce, and plops it into a split Joaf of 
French sourdough bread. In doing so, he allows the 
piggie to devour the entire meal in a few horrendous 
yet ecstatic and satisfying gulps, eliminating 


indecisiveness as to “what to eat first 

Although the trough is indeed benefiting piggies 
and regular customers in that it removes the 
offenders from the main dining area and allows them 
to eat abominably, Pickerel sees its rea! benefit as 
psychological. He said, “Piggies no longer feel 
unnecessary prejudicial oppression from other cus- 
tomers. The piggie who used to suffer from 
insecurity and inferiority because he did not choose 
to follow conventional table manners, and he who 
suffered guilt feelings or self - consciousness while 
eating, is no longer subjected to these feelings 

“Piggies are now allowed total! freedom and are 
released from the stares and disgusted glances of 
patrons who disapprove of their actions 

Pickerel aiso stressed the importance of the 
trough section to more civilized dining patrons ‘Our 
customers have been complaining for years about 
others’ rudeness, and in recent months the prublem 
Nas skyrocketed in fact, it isnot inherent only to our 
restaurant, of course, but lies in all restaurants in the 
US 

“In fact, severa! despondent people have actually 
written letters to their congressmen and senators in 
search of a solution.” 

A piggie has no respect for others and will not 
hesitate to spit into another's face. burp loudly 
without excusing himself, or cough with his mouth 
full, without even considering the discomfort the 
other person is experiencing. Even those who are 
polite enough to ask, “Do you mind if | beich?” and 
are answered “yes" inevitably release an un- 
controllable emission sometime during the evening 
for which, of course, they offer no apology 

“It is piggie habits like these which cause suffer- 
ing for our regular customers Fortunately, some 
piggies can control these instincts and survive a 
meal without an impolite gesture.” 

The manager and executive staff of the restaurant 
as well as its regular employees are pleased with the 
success of the trough so far, and Pickere! sees itasa 
major step toward absolute comfort for his dining 
customers 

“We are always improving here,” he said. “There 
are few problems we haven't been able to get rid of 
Of course, our customers are the most important th 
ing to us, ahd anything we can do to improve con- 
ditions for them is attempted 

“Unfortunately,” he added, “I haven't been able to 
find a suitable place for those cigarette smokers 

“You know, they're really much more offensive 
than these piggies,” he confided. “But they're so 
much less willing to change for the better.”

CSUS student Genie Mansfield 


Tender ballads and sleazy blues

Tuesday night in the 
Coffeehouse, Genie Mansfield 
presented only a small portion of 
her repertoire. During the allotted 
two and one - half hours, she sang 
only 36 songs. When playing in 
bars, she often plays for over four 
hours, drawing her material from a 
reservoir of 500 songs 

“It's hard to decide on a tune to 
play. It’s like choosing between 
flavors in Baskin - Robbins,” 
Mansfield offered while contem- 
piating her next selection 

She sang blues, ballads and 
country tunes to make everyone in 
the Coffeehouse forget about the 
cold weather and rain outside. You 
could even manage to block out 
school for a few minutes 

Old traditional country songs, 
along with material recorded by 
current artists such as John Prine, 
Jimmy Buffet, Jerry Jeff Walker 
and Sylvia Fricker Tyson made up 
the majority of Tuesday night's 
show 

The real gems of the evening 
were the originals were written by 
Mansfield and her friends Her 
tunes were weli-crafted tales of 
love, frivolity and the biues 

My favorite original performed 
Tuesday night was “Diamond 
Springs, “an ode to the joys of 
relaxed country living. When she 
sang, “I'll hide away, up in the 
mountains, up in diamond, 
Diamond Springs,” | was ready to 
pack up and head for the hills 

In one number, written last 
August after her 21st birthday, she 
reflects on the meaning of 
adulthood quite poetically, “I'm 
trying to find the woman in me 
Mother, I'm asking, just when will | 
know that I’m a grown-up lady? 
And when will it show?” 

Mansfield performed a couple 
of impressive love songs by Hugh 
Shacklett, a friend from Santa 
Rosa. She also played a biues and 
a ilove song written by CSUS com- 
munications studies Prof. Michael 
Dues, an occasional Coffeehouse 
performer 

No matter whose songs she 
sings Mansfield is able to 
transform them all into her per- 
sonal means of expression, 
whether it be a tender baliad or 
some sleazy blues. She feels that in 
order to really express something

She alternated between two 
martin guitars during the evening 
One guitar, made in 1870. is the 
singer's most prized possession 

Mansfield has a voice that 
glides smoothly from angelic high 
notes to hushed whispers to 
powerful shouts, in just one line 
She has good control of her voice. 
which she uses quite effectively 
Through careful phrasing, she 
wrings out al! of the subtle

nuances of asong Because of her 
vivacious and deep respect for her 
material, Mansfield is able to truly 
make each song seem like a per- 
sonal statement She achieves her 
goal by making each song her 
own 

One may hear flashes 
reminiscent of Judy Collins, Joan 
Baez and even Janis Joplin. but 
Mansfield’s voice vocal style and 
personal homespun songs ave uni- 
quely hers 

Folx music and blues are not the 
most popuiar styles of music being 
piayed today, but it is rewarding to 
hear someone doing something 
different and doing it so well 

Mansfieid is a theater arts major 
at CSUS and does not have the op- 
portunity to play as often as she 
would like during the semester 
That is a shame

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Collins gives campus musical 
valentine Wednesday night

Romantic was the key word for 
the Valentine's Day recital given by 
pianist Betsy Collins It consisted 
matnly of Schumann's ‘Fantasia’ 
and Prokofiev's “Sonata No 8 
and even Collins’ entrance car- 
rying a single red rose was roman- 
tic. This recital, which is part of a 
regional tour, was given to benefit 
the Tiny Tots Pre-School, a 
cooperative nursery school owned 
and operated by parents 

Some may object to the clas- 
sification of Prokofiev as a roman- 
tic Composer: he was. after aii 
born in 1891. But his portrayal of 
boundlessness and passion, his 
use of long melody lines and 
traditional harmonies, modified by 
his own peculiar dissonances, are 
ali romantic traits 

Prokofiev's “Sonata No 8” was 
written during Worid War li and 
reflects the conflicts of the events 
in those years. Collins's projection 
of the disjunct melodies made the 
themes stand out like bright 
angular gems. She emphasized the 
inner voices and brought the

development section to a well- 
modulated close before the return 
of the main theme 

The second movement was a 
slow waltz evoking days of grace 
remembered with longing and 
resignation. Collins played purely 
and idiomaticaily The third 
movement was a scherzo itn the 
manner which only Prokofiev 
could write: h dry humor was 
only occasionaiiy muddied by 
Overpedalling. Collins gave a 
memorable rendition of the big 
work. She brought out fine details 
and large forms equally well and 
showed a deep understanding of 
the composition’s inner meaning 

Passion and frustration are 
what Schumann supposedly 
poured out in ‘Fantasia the 
musicai recollection of his frus- 
trated hopes to marry his true love 
Clara Wieck (They did eventually 
marry) Schumann used the 
typically romantic titles “Ruins 
Trophies and Palms” for the three 
movements 

Collins played clearly and with 
feeling, but she tended to xe overly 
contemplative. Her way of linger-

Pick up a little culture 
free at student gallery

Did you know that “Le Bateau,” 
a modern drawing by the French 
artist Henri Matisse, hung upside 
down in New York City's Museum 
of Modern Art between Oct. 18 and 
Dec. 4, 1961? In those 47 days no 
one noticed the mistake, even 
though 116,000 people had passed 
through the gallery 

You won't find any original 
Henri Matisses nor any works 
hung upside down in the Student 
Art Gallery, but you will find the 
creative works of six CSUS 
students 

Barbara Eberhart's “if It's the 
Last Thing We Ever Do” is ap- 
propriately titled, as the drawing 
shows parts of a skeleton buried 
with a boney hand reaching out of 
a crack in the earth. Fabric, 
colored pencil, oil paste! and char- 
coal were ail used to create the pic- 
ture 

Eberhart aiso exhibits other 
intersting creations such as 
“Homage to the Centrai Nervous 
System” where she used ink and 
colored pencil to pay tribute to the 
human body, and “Within You,” a 
colorful network of blues, greens, 
whites, pinks and oranges in 
colored pencil. 

“Will Rogers” is the title of a 
mixed media portrait of the famous 
entertainer done by Angie Wood. 
Two other stand - out works by 
Wood are the haunting “Old Prop 
Doll Made New,” and “Hand Made 
Creations” which is a box with clay 
pottery on its sheives and a hand 
holding straw flowers reaching out 
of the top. A single dead rose 
hangs on the side. 


Constance Barr uses oils to ex- 
press her thoughts in “Coral,” a 
blending of biues, reds, pinks and 
yellows to create the outline of a 
coral plant. Barr's other paintings 
include “Sheep Skull” and “Bottle 
Plants.” 

Raymond R. Gonzales was one 
of three students to display 
ceramic handicrafts. He exhibited 
assorted containers, a huge plate 
with an Indian face profile in the 
center and an untitied polished 
sculpture 

A beautiful five - piece black, 
green and orange stoneware set- 
ting is the craftsmanship of Sally 
Pometta, who also displays a 
porcelain plate and a pencil draw- 
ing using the same theme on both 
items. Pometia's real talent is 
shown in her white charcoal pencil 
portrait titled “Robin.” The shad- 
ing is excellent and the sketch 
seems to be « favorite of mast 
gallery visitors : 

Lithographs are Rand Huggett's 
featured works. “The Edge of 
Sound" gives a time portal effect as 
part of it is ripped and pulled out 
from the surface of the canvas. 

“Norwegian Wood" is 4 fas- 
cinating Ceramic work by the same 
artist. It’s two sculptures in one, a 
candlelike center in a weeping tree 
container. This outstanding piece 
deserves its position in the center 
of the gallery. 

The display is well organized. 
Most of an individual's work is in 
the same section of the gallery. 
This arrangement makes the show 
much easier to follow. And of 
course, you can't beat the price. 
It's not every place you can get a 
little culture free of charge. 


ing Over Certain notes and phrases 
that were poetic during the piece 
turned painful wher she 
prolonged the ends of movements 
excessively 

A general problem with far 
tasias is fragmentationthey are 
often just a potpourr 
thrown together Though 
form is not as obvious as a sonata 
allegro form 
needs to find a point to aim at and 
to follow through with This was 
the only flaw in the Schumann 
piece. one that is sure to be rec 
tified in time 

The concert opened with the 
short toccata-like 
from the sixth violin. si nata by 
Bach. Collins played this moto 
perpetuo work cleanly and 
precisely

Gary Weber, co - chairmar of 
the event with Ray Ciemons, said 
this program would repay ten - fold 
in the number of students brought 
on campus Last year 3,000 
Students participated, this year the 
goal is 7,500, arid 10,000 students 
are anticipated in 1980 

Student Legal , Assistance. 
which provides free legal advice to 
CSUS students by an attor-oy at 
law and a law student, requested 
$11,000 for 1979-80. They received 
$9,200 for 1978-79 

Attorney - at - law director 
Milton Armistead explained the 
program is trying to provide more 
services, including seminars on 
legal issues. 

The money requested would 
cover the services of a third year 
law student from McGeorge, a 
subscription to the law codes, arid 
protessional services 

The Main Art Galiery, which 
presents group and individual art 
shows to the public, requested 
$5,500 for 1979-80. They received 
$2,500 for 1978-79. 

Mike Crane, the new gallery 
director this year, said the money 
would go towards making the 
gallery self sufficient in three to 
five years.

Sure there is evidence of 
problems between faculty, but 
this is not an argument between 
departments PE Senator 
Karen Scarborough, one of 15 
PE instructors complaining 
about the reassignment of 
faculty and courses to the two 
departments when athletics 
was split from PE, said “We're 
talking about a faculty rights is- 
sue We dont object to the 
separation of athletics from PE 
it's the massive shift of Physical 
Education courses in the 
Athietics Department 

Fifteen PE instructors. who 
have filed a grievance, feel that 
HPE faculty were not properly 
consulted before being reas- 
signed to new Teaching Service 
Areas or before PE courses 
were placed in the Athietic and 
Sport Department 

When Johns came to CSUS 
August 1977, as Executive Vice 
President under the troubled 
President James G. Bond. he 
inherited a problem which has 
been around for about 10 years 

whetehr or not to separate 
athletics from PE. He referredto 
several committee repor 
beginning in 1969, which ail 
recommended the split 


Men's PE academicians 
berated the coaches to me — 
saying that the coaches did not 
have the ability to manage their 
own affairs,’ Jonns explained 
At the same time, coaches 
complained of years of contro!

“Just the cost of printing and 
Salaries alone are 
probably the biggest chunk of the 
budgeted program. Printing costs 
are constantly going up Our 
operation costs will continue to go 
up because of this,” was Hornet 
business manager Dee Schulz's 
reasoning for the budget increase 
for next year 

McAmis asked why the Hornet 
did not go weekly. Brian Biomster 
the Hornet editor, responded, “Be- 
ing as Close to a professional! paper 
as possibie it’s not as good a lear- 
ning tool. It's not as good a 
reference when journalists go out 
to get jobs 

“Having worked on a weekly 
pulls no weight at all in a job inter- 
view. In addition, | think twice a 
week we can keep better up to date 
on things. A weekly is more of a 
poster for coming events than a 
newspaper,” he added 

Doug Curley, senior edit.’ of 
the Hornet, added, “As far as the 
paper coming out twice a week, it's 
more of a chance to get that many 
more announcements anda items 
on campus. You're talking about 
the student service, and not just 
the educational opportunities for 
the journalism students.” 

The last request for funds at 
Wednesday's meeting came from 
the Music Department. They are 
asking for an increase of $8,607 

Director Louis Clayson said, 
“State bands and performing 
choirs are not required activities, 
but extra - curricular activities. 
However, these activities are very 
beneficial to the students.” 

The Music Department has a'so 
made an additional budget request 
to the Instructionally Related Ac- 
tivities Committee, as has the 
Hornet

in affirmative action at CSUS can 
come closer in an attempt “to as- 
Sure equal opportunity regardless 
of sex, race, disability or am 
era veteran, (all of these clas- 
Sifications constitute minority 
Status) and to take steps to assure 
discrimination is going to be 
eliminated.” 

‘Affirmative Action is not just a 
procedure you follow. It's more of 
an attitude,” interprets Moon. “It's 
an acceptance of a concept of 
equality and the willingness to 
develop them in concrete terms on 
the student and faculty level 

Since 1975 when an affirmative 
action plan for CSUS was drawn 
up and approved by the Office of 
Civil Rights and Health. Education 
and Welfare, many areas of 
traditional discrimination common 
to the university have been Partly, 
if not fully eradicated. Dr. Moon 
cited progress with positive 
courses to break school and racial 
sterotyping such as ethnic and 
women's studies which confront 
the question of discrimination 
within these representative sectors 
of society 

| think also if you look at the 
faculty and staff you wil! see that 
Strides have been made since 1972 
when affirmative action was 
initially promoted at CSUS.” 

While strides have been made 
and continue to be made, Moon 
fears Proposition 13 budget cuts 
might dampen future progress in 
the area of Affirmative Action. or 
eliminate some advancements 
‘We've worked very hard to try to 
achieve racial diversification 
within our student body faculty 
and staff, as well as implementing 
equal opportunity programs. With 
the governor's budget cuts there's 
no telling what the effect will be 

As it is now we already don't 
have the educational  diver- 
sification on campus that we have 
in the community,’ Moon said. She 
feels budget cuts could create a 
Situation where minority diver- 
sification might never reach its full 
potential

here will still be commotion and activity, chatter 
and laughte: concentration and consultation. There 
will still be stuuent schedules to fix, typing to com- 
plete, and ind) \dual problems to work out 

In fact. there will be only one extremely obvious 
change 

There will be no Wini Farmer, the 17 - year history 
department secretary and its greatest “problem 
solver,’ according to Professor Richard Kornweibel, 
history department chair 

The secretary is retiring at the end of this month 
to join her husband, Red. in Mendocino, where they 
have built a house and where, asa pilot, manages the 
county airport at Little River 

It's been a little over a year that Red's been flying 
back and forth from Mendocino to Sacramento,” 
Farmer said. “I'm sad to be leaving my friends but I'm 
really happy to be moving to the coast with him It's 
just beautiful there.” 

After nearly two decades of service at CSUS, 
beginning in 1960 with a three - fold position as 
secretary for the economics and history 
departments and the honors program, Farmer has 
indeed become the mainstay of the history oftice 

| really do think the department secretary is a 
crucial position,” said Kornweibel. “And to have 
someone so successful and supportive of the overall 
program retire will really leave us in a hole

organizations, the all - female Sweet Adelines and 
the male Society for the Preservation and En- 
couragement of Barbershop Quartet Singing in 
America — SPEBSQSA, have a total of more than 
68,000 dues - paying members. These chord busters 
do not ail belong to medicare or chew tobacco, 
either — though one can occasionally catch a whiff 
of witch hazel while spotting the spitoon in the 
corner of the SPEBSQSA meeting hal! 

Actually, more and more younger folks are join- 
ing the ranks every day and more are being sought 
The assistant musica! director for SPEBSQSA's 
Sacramento chapter, the Capitolaires, is 19 years 
old. And the new Sweet Adelines group in Sac- 
ramento, the prospective Sacramento Valley 
Chapter, has several members in their eariy 20s 

‘We're aiming toward a younger, better looking 
and more musical group,” said musical director of 
the prospective chapter Mary Alice Myer. “Because 
other Sweet Adeline chapters are oider and longer 
established, they're stuck with a bunch of iittie old 
ladies 

In the past 
groups required practically no audition 
however, musicianship is definitely a factor 

“A few years back, 4f you were warm and had 25 
bucks you were in,” says Jim Campbell, “Now 
members at least nave to be able to match a pitch in 
order to sing with the group" 

The ability to carry a tune in a bucket (or spitoon) 
is about the only requirement set down by the “Ad- 
dies” as well. ‘We don't want any bodies.” intones 
Mary Alice. “If someone has a bad vibrato and sings 
like a 7 - year - old, then they belong in a bridge 
group.” 

Surprisingly, few of these people have much, if 
any, formal musical training. “That's the beauty of 
it.” Says a passage out of a SPEBSQSA brochure. 
that a bunch of guys or gals who are not Carusos can 
get together and make beautiful harmony 

But what is the special combination of notes that 
is barbershop harmony? it's harmony produced by 
four voices (or voice parts), unaccompanied, with a 
high harmony part consistently sung above the 
melody. Those four voices are the tenor, lead, bass. 
and baritone. The lead usually sings the melody 
while the other three provide the harmony. 

Basically, the chapters of the Adelines and the 
“SPEBS" are broken into multi - state geographical 
Classifications known as regions and districts, 
respectively. in Sacramento there is the Camellia 
City Chapter of the Sweet Adelines as well as their 
budding competition, the prospective Sacramento 
Valley Chapter that expects to be officially chartered 
in May. On the masculine s.de of the barbershop 
pole is SPEBSQSA's Sacramento Capitolaires 


applications to join barbershop 
Now, 


The Capitolaires have about 15 singers in each 
section (tenor, iead, baritone and bass), which isan 
ideal balance for barbershop harmony. Quartets are 
formed by any four motivated souls, one person 
from each section, but are separate entities from the 
chorus. Each week the groups gather in the 
evenings at their respective halls or churches in 
order to ring chords just like the good old days when 


In her capacity as department secretary, Farmer 
has not only needed organizational skills as far as 
scheduling and catalog copywriting are concerned, 
but the inherent ability to get along with the students 
and faculty she associates with daily. 

“The department secretary job is hard to explain,” 
Farmer said. “Besides scheduling and catalog copy, 
there are an awful lot of questions from peopie com- 
ing in and out all the time. 

“| think it helps to be a mother,” she said 

In the collective eyes of the history department 
faculty, Farmer has aiways been the central figure. 
“She's a real ‘island of stability,’ to use Carter's 
ohrase,” said Professor Richard Lower. “She was 
continually supportive of every department 
function.” 

According to Professor Leslie Royal, “She was 
the best thing that ever happened to the history 
department.” 

Kornweibel offers, “! think that, frequently, for 
faculty and students, the department secretary is 
more important than the chair. Department chair- 
man come and go — it's only a temporary position 
In terms of defining levels of service and keeping a 
program operational, the department secretary is 
one of the key positions on campus.” 

And in this “key position” Farmer has gained the 
confidence and respect of many years’ worth of 
graduate students who have gone through the 
CSUS program and have meanwhile needed her as- 
sistance. One such student, Vivian Kemps, saic of 
Farmer, “She aiways provided counseling and a 
sense of direction. She's a wonderful person, really a 
wonderful friend. | hate to see her go.” 

“Wini in particular was unusual because of the 
ease with which she dealt with staff and students. | 
think <he came into the position wanting to be a 
problem soiver,” Kornweibel said.

An air of light - heartedness is present throughout 
these rehearsais. Between verses of “When Sweet 
Susie Goes Steppin’ By” verbal swipes can be heard 
from each section 

“Come on guys, the bass section is supposed to 
be the best in this group,” said one bass man 

“Then we've got a problem here,” came the reply 
from the tenors 

Jim Campbell may believe his “Barbing Brigade 
has the most fun during rehearsals, but Mary Alice 
Myer claims her group has the best time 

“That was really a pukey sound, girls." came the 
analytical appraisal from the director. “Weil, what 
else would you call it?” 

A joking vivalry is the norm for these groups dur- 
ing their weexly meetings and even between groups 
now that there are two Sweet Adeline chapters here 
in the river city 

At first, says Mary Alice, the Cametiia City group 
was a little apprehensive about the new chapter 
“They were afraid we'd snatch their members away.” 

And although there are former members of 
Camellia City in the new group, it is agreed none 
were “snatched.” Some had quit years ago and just 
decided to begin anew 

“This area could have and should have supported 
two or three chapters 10 years ago,” says Carolyn 
Davey, now president of the prospective chapter 

‘| love it,” said Davey. “Love it to pieces. It's such 
a fun group. We oldies get that resurgence, that 
charge from the enthusiasm from the younger gals 
that we had 30 years ago.”
